It took me quite a long time to like blind dates. The first time I 
was asked to go out on one, I was invited over the phone.

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DEAR BEAUTY EDITOR: 

I have very bony shoulder blades 
and protruding collar bones which 
make me self-conscious when I wear 
halter playsuits and low-back sum- 
mer dresses. Is there anything I can 
do before the hot weather comes?

DEAR B. C.: 

We're not just going to tell you 
that both your problems stem from 
poor posture—we're going to let 
you say it! Tonight when you're 
undressing, stand in front of your 
mirror and put your finger tips 
against your collar bones. Now 
thrust your elbows back. Feel those 
collar bones disappear? Turn 
around. See? No sharp shoulder 
blades sticking out either! 

Good posture, of course, doesn't 
happen overnight. The following 
routine of exercises will help you 
ease into it by developing chest 
and back muscles—the real basis 
for good posture: 

1. Bend your arms, put your hands 
on upper chest and bring elbows up 
to shoulder level. Push elbows 
back, bringing shoulder blades to- 
gether. Do eight sharp backward 
movements. Now do this one: 

2. Relax body, standing with feet 
apart, legs stiff. Bend over forward 
from waist, arms dangling, and 
shake arms and shoulders vigor- 
ously. Alternate these two exer- 
cises three times, then follow with 
this exercise: 

3. Place back of right hand on the 
right side of face, raising arm to 
shoulder level. Now pull elbow 
back as far as you can, keeping 
hand on face. Alternate with left 
arm. Do four times each side. 


DEAR BEAUTY EDITOR: 

About how often should a person 
who has oily hair and dandruff wash 
her hair? I find it necessary to wash 
mine every three or four days. Is 
that too often?

DEAR P. M.: 

In your case, washing your hair 
every three or four days is quite 
all right. However, don't rely on 
shampooing alone to curb your 
dandruff. Since you have a dry 
scalp coupled with oily hair, you'll 
have to give careful attention to 
brushing and massaging too, to 
stimulate circulation and help con- 
dition your scalp. At first your hair 
will appear to become oilier. Even- 
tually this will diminish and you'll 


be on the right track to lovelier, 
really clean hair. 

You might also invest some of 
your allowance in a dry scalp treat- 
ment at some good beauty salon. 
(Not instead of, but in addition to 
your own home treatment.) This 
might shorten the process. There 
are also many special products on 
the market—like dandruff controls, 
oily-hair shampoos and dry-scalp 
conditioners—which can help you 
to correct your problem. 

DEAR BEAUTY EDITOR: 

I'd like to wear a strapless gown 
to my prom—but I have so many 
freckles on my chest and back. How 
can I conceal them? Also, are there 
any colors especially good for 
freckled complexions?

DEAR C. M.: 

If you extend your make-up base 
down to your dress line (see our 
prom make-up story on page 118), 
this should help camouflage those 
freckles nicely. For best results, use 
a cake base and choose a shade 
that's a bit darker than your skin 
tone. Usually evening make-up 
base is a shade lighter, but the 
darker shade wil hide your 
freckles more effectively. Then, in- 
stead of pink-toned powder, pick 
one in the beige family. A dark, 
clear red lipstick is best for you for 
evening; for day, the sunny shades 
are your prettiest—the golden reds, 
corals and golden pinks. 

In general, you will find these 
sunny hues—plus pastels—are your 
most flattering fashion colors too. 
Avoid violet and blue (except cer- 
tain blue-greens), which tend to 
spotlight freckles. On the other 
hand, what's the matter with that? 
We like them!

How can I fill out my hips so

Symptom: furniture-moving urge 


Among the symptoms of late- 
spring fever, the urge to refurbish 
your nest when the birds do ranks 
high. You want to switch bed and 
bureau, drag a chair down from the 
attic and come up with a new room. 

But before you start to 
shove the furniture about, save 
wear and tear on it and you by 
plotting your moves on paper. 
Here’s how: Measure your room, 
doors, windows and all, and draw 
it on paper (letting one-fourth inch 
equal one foot). Then draw all your 
furniture to the same scale; cut out 
these furniture drawings and move 
them around on your floor plan 
until your arrangement seems right. 

To make your room roomier, re- 
member that furniture seems less 
bulky when it hugs the wall rather 
than when it thrusts out into the 
middle of the floor. Push your 
bureau flat against the wall, not 
diagonally across a corner; swing 
your bed around so it parallels the 
wall, sofa fashion. (It hasn’t a head- 
board? Then back a bookcase up to 
one end to hold lamp, radio and 
other et ceteras.) If-you have sev- 
eral chests or bookcases of the same 
height, line them up in one long 
storage wall.They will be more use- 
ful, look less flotsam-and-jetsam. 

Another space-making trick is to 
make a piece of furniture do two 
jobs instead of one. Place your desk 
by your bed so it serves as night 
table as well as desk; move desk 
and reading chair close together so 
they share the same lamp. As you 
plan, other good ideas will come.

Curl up and read 


Death! Have you ever had any contact with death? Known anyone 
who died? No? That is why death seems awesome and frightening. 

Are you afraid to think about death? Do you force such thoughts 
out of your waking mind only to find they return to haunt your dreams? 

Don't be afraid. They can't hurt you, and they don't mean what you 
think. They don’t foretell the future, and if you've heard that dreams 
reveal our wishes, that's a partial truth which bears interpretation. 

Dreaming about death doesn't mean we wish someone dead, but 
rather that we wish someone away, removed, out of our present life. 
Almost everyone wants more elbow-room and less supervision. We 
wish ourselves free of unwanted supervisors and send them on vaca- 
tion, temporarily or permanently by dreaming them away. Dreams 
of death are a poetic way of saying, *I want my freedom." 

“It is not death that upsets me,” said an old, old lady I know, ‘‘but 
weddings. At weddings I look upon the young couple so full of bright 
hopes and I think of how many of their plans will be shattered, and 
of the disappointments life holds in store, and I could cry. But at 
funerals I am moved not by sadness, but by love. I think how brief 
life is, and I become impatient to get back to my dear ones and love 
them and love them for the precious little time that is left. Death does 
not frighten or depress me. It makes me want to love more and more." 

You'l feel this worldly-wise after you have read A DEATH IN THE 
FAMILY by James Agee. McDowell-Obolensky. 339 pp. $3.95. It tells 
what happens to a closely knit family when an accident removes the 
father, a gentle but great man, “like Lincoln," and dearly beloved. 
Don't look for much of a story. Be prepared to enter into the hearts 
of people, admirable folk like Uncle Andrew who gained a faith in 
God even though he despised His minister; Aunt Hannah who bought 
Rufus a ridiculous cap because of her tender respect for the boy's 
wishes; six-year-old Rufus, shy, serious, and the butt of the older 
boys' taunts, whose source of strength was his pride in his father. 
Here are people whose love and grief will appear as real as your own. 

A quite different climate is created by Edna Ferber in ICE PALACE, 
Doubleday, 416 pp., $3.95, a novel about Alaska, its history, people, 
pioneers, politicians and prejudices. Not only is the vast country 
frozen over with a Technicolored glittering snow, but the people, too, 
despite Miss Ferber's doting efforts to make them magnificently cour- 
ageous or dauntlessly outrageous, are also frozen into Technicolored 
stock figures. Gorgeous and sincere heroine Christine Storm, native 
Alaskan with a wee dropee of Eskimo blood (but blond and irresistible 
in a pure white fox parka), gets some snide competition from gorgeous 
but insincere “outsider” Dina Drake (brunette and irresistible in 
mink) for the attentions of Bay Husack, the disenchanted and enor- 
mously bored man of destiny who is being groomed by the politicos for 
the fascinating role of Governor of Alaska, a steppingstone to the 
Presidency of the United States. Handsome Bay's competitor for Chris's 
love is Ross Guildenstern (half Eskimo) who, though too well built 
for a tuxedo, is fascinating in his pilot's uniform. 

Chris's grandpas, Thor Storm and Czar Kennedy, who practically 
founded Alaska all by themselves fifty years earlier, have raised Chris 
to inherit it. Idealistic Thor has wanted Alaska to have statehood, local 
labor, native ways. Practical Czar has wanted wealth, modern effi- 
ciency, power. Chris's loyalty is strained by their opposing philoso- 
phies. Thor writes a book about his beloved territory and drowns 
himself. Czar, overestimating his waning vigor, is cut down in an 
accident. Alas! Alas! Who will save Alaska? 

Ice Palace takes its name from an apartment-hotel building erected 
by Grandpa Czar and nicknamed “The Ice Palace" by Grandpa Thor 
because “the people inside can see out, but the people outside can’t 
see in, though it looks transparent.” Symbol for all Alaska, it might 
be a symbol for Miss Ferber’s characters as well. Glittering struc- 
tures, they reveal all that there is to be seen from the outside and noth- 
ing that is in the heart. Despite its emotional unreality, the story does

Vacation time and 


Summertime learning has a special heady flavor 


Ahead is summer—sunshine and the precious gift of time. 
Time “just to be lazy”; time to use any way you choose. 
Time enough to acquire a useful skill, to test a talent, to 
enrell for the intriguing course that wouldn't fit into your 
regular school schedule. 

You might learn to speak Italian this summer, a first step 
in preparing for the vacation in Europe you hope to take 
some day. Or perhaps you'll enroll in a class in ceramics, 
prove to your friends (and yourself) that you aren't “all 
thumbs" after all. You might go to college; some will admit 
you to lectures and seminars, let you have a preview of cam- 
pus life, but free from the pressure of grades. A summer 
course might lead to the pleasant knowledge of how much 
you enjoy painting a picture or playing a piccolo. 

Whatever you try, you'll discover that summer learning 
has a special heady flavor that distinguishes it from the 
winter brand. You choose what you study. Usually you at- 
tend classes part-time. (Those who have tried it say that 
hours of studying make your free hours more precious and 
more fun.) You might do your summer learning on a bike 
trip, sitting at an easel or wielding a saw at a work camp. 

Many girls—the clear-eyed realists—pass up offbeat 
courses (for one summer) in favor of typing and shorthand, 
traditional “best investments.” The realists are aware that 
college professors dislike reading handwritten term papers; 
that in most job fields, secretarial skills are the best open- 
ing wedge. Typing is a basic for college and/or for a job. 
It’s a skill that must be learned somewhere along the line. 
So, say the realists, why not now? A reassuring note: Once 
learned, typing, like riding a bicycle, is almost impossible 
to forget. Shorthand may become rusty when not put to use, 
but practice can bring it quickly up to par. 

Your local board of education can tell you about typing 
and shorthand courses offered through the public school 
system. To obtain the names of private secretarial schools, 
consult the classified telephone directory and scan news- 
| paper ads. Then investigate schools that sound as if they 
offered what you want. Courses range from typing only (two 
hours a day) to all-day secretarial training. You’ll discover 
that tuition as well as the length of courses varies greatly. 

Some public schools in large cities are kept open for busi- 
ness all summer, Check with your teacher or with the board 
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kings are good 


that sets it off sharply from the wintertime brand 


of education to find out what goes where you live. Have you 
always avoided math and sciences because they frightened 
you? Now is your chance to pit your wits against sines or 
test tubes— with no drastic repercussions on your regular 
report card. You can fit in the language or history course 
that couldn’t be worked into your schedule during the regu- 
lar term. If school is a tough proposition for you, summer 
school is a chance to catch up, to lighten next year’s load. 

Nearby colleges may offer you the chance to sit in on sum- 
mer classes. Syracuse University sponsors an annual six- 
week reading camp for pre-college girls and boys. High 
school students in Montana and Idaho try college studies 
ata scholarship camp sponsored each summer by Montana 
State University. 

Here are clues to finding other kinds of courses that will 
jibe with your special interests. Arts and crafts are taught 
at some museums and Y’s as well as in private art schools. 
Community centers and Y’s often conduct classes in the 
"personal arts"—public speaking or grooming, for example 
—and in interior design, sewing and other domestic arts. 

If you fail to find an established class, you may be able 
to create one on your own. First, you'll need to round up 
other teen-agers who have course-taking interests similar 
to yours. Acting as a group, you may be able to persuade a 
teacher on vacation, a talented mother, a dressmaker or a 
craftsman to lead a class for you. 

For the specially talented, music and art camps and 
clinics are in summer operation all over the country. (For a 
report on a music clinic, see page 46). For music camp infor- 
mation write to the Music Education National Conference, 
64 East Jackson Boulevard, Chicago 4, Ill. 

If you're a social studies enthusiast, you may want to 
pursue your studies by doing—by helpirig to build a play- 
ground for children or working as a volunteer in a settle- 
ment house. Look for opportunities with local youth-serving 
organizations. To learn about work camp opportunities, send 
for Invest Your Summer, 1958 from Commission on Youth 
Service Projects, 257 Fourth Avenue, New York 10, N. Y.

"You're really not living if 
you're not in love," said Paddy 
Chayefsky, prowling around the 
set of "The Goddess," his first 
Script written directly for the 
movies. Chayefsky(l), a short, 
Stocky fellow who speaks with 
hoarse enthusiasm, won much 
fame and fortune for his TV 
Scripts, "Marty" and "The 
Bachelor Party." In "Goddess,"

the material things in life"— 
like fame and fortune—instead 
of love.

Paddy said simply, "miserable, 
empty people." "The Goddess" 
happens to be a story about a 
movie star; it could be "about 
anybody who sacrifices human 
values for a career." Paddy's 
leading actress, Kim Stanley(2), 
playing her first movie after a 
career in TV and the theater, 
found herself terrified of 
Seeing her image measure forty 
by sixty feet on the screen.

Your color palette—daubed with lipstick, eye make-up and rouge— 
glows with the jewel tones and flower pastels so popular this spring, 
so perfect for evening. Your crayons and brushes (for lips and eyes) 
are clean and in order. Your powder, soft as stardust, is palely tinted 
... the tools of your art seem complete. If the artist is ready let's begin. 
The model? You! You, in your most radiant, most romantic mood, sit- 
ting at your dressing table the night of the prom. 

Before you begin your portrait, study the one at left (circa spring, 
1958). Notice the lip and skin tones, how carefully the oranges and 
yellows that fade or look harsh under artificial lighting have been 
avoided. Notice the finished look—so dramatic yet natural, with a free 
ease to the design that shows no sign of artificiality. You can see that 
the artist has practiced techniques and use of color; she enhances 
nature, she does not imitate it nor change it drastically. 

Now, to begin your portrait! Start with your base (which, like your 
powder, should be lighter than that you use for daytime, with a hint 
of pink in it). Extend base down to the top of your dress. Over your 
base—since electric lights wash out some of your natural coloring— 
add the merest touch of rouge, either liquid or a cream rouge mixed 
with a little foundation. Apply it sparingly and blend it over your 
cheekbones with your finger tips, using light upward and outward 
strokes. After you pat on your powder, paint on the mouth with deft 
brush strokes (directions below). Clear reds or rosy reds touched 
with blue are the most flattering lip colors for beauty after dark. 

For the eyes—the focal point of your portrait and the real test 
of your artistry—choose an eyeliner and shadow (either plain or iri- 
descent) that match the color of your iris. Or choose a color that blends 
with your gown; amethyst-violet, perhaps, or one of the garden 
greens. Your brow pencil, of course, should match your hair. (Ex- 
ception to the rule: the new charcoal-colored pencil for blondes.) Be 
sure to pluck stray hairs from under brow and bridge of nose first. 
Before adding the finishing touch—mascara — experiment with differ- 
ent shades (perhaps your friends') to see which harmonizes best with 
your own coloring and your other make-up. You might like one that 
matches your liner and shadow. To “set” your painting, gently pat a 
cotton pad wrung out in cold water over your face and neck. This not 
only gives the portrait a young, dewy freshness but smooths your 
powder and base so it won't rub off on your escort's jacket while 
you're dancing. A spray of perfume and hair set and you're ready for 


the prom, lovely as the evening star you are... the picture of beauty. 


PRACTICE YOUR TECHNIQUES: Eyeliner... pull skin taut; draw a line over 
base of upper lash from center of lid, ending one lash-length beyond eye 
in an upward tilt. Brow pencil . . . begin over inner corner of eye and follow 
Paniai line of brow, using short light strokes to color hairs—not skin. Mascara 

.. using brush or automatic applicator, apply to underside of lashes from 
base to tip. While wet, curl lashes with curler or hold them in upswept position 
with finger a minute. Shadow ... apply crayon shadow directly to upper lid; 
apply cream kind with finger tip to center of lid only. Blend color wp and out 
with finger so no sharp “color line" shows. (A tiny bit of petroleum jelly on 
finger adds luster.) Lipstick . . . fill brush with color, open lips to form O. Out- 
line top curves in two strokes, working from corners. Outline bottom lip in one 
stroke; fill in with color. Hairdo. . designed by Kenneth-of Lilly Daché to set 
off your fresh, flowerlike look. Its name is Chrissie, for its short ruffles look 
like a chrysanthemum.

Sharing a room can sometimes make sisterly love wear a little thin. (One of you 
wants the record player on loud just when the other wants a little peace and quiet 
to write a Very Important Letter.

A LITTLE BIT OF LOVE. What room-planning won't do, thoughtfulness can. If you 
know your sister has a term paper to finish, and nowhere but your room to finish 
it in, don't pick that afternoon to bring all your friends up. On the other hand, if 


Wednesday is your sister's day to hold a club meeting, don't be annoyed when 


she is annoyed that you want to spread out your seashell collection right then and 
there. Give and take. She'll be encouraged to do the same for you. (1f she isn't, 
then tack this article on her bulletin board!) 

NEATNESS HELPS. Any room seems bigger when it's kept in order. Simple tricks 
like dividing up the bookshelves and bureau drawers and sticking firmly to the 
division will help keep a room neat, spacious and pretty as you both mean it to be. 
Putting a stripe of bright cellophane tape around the middle of the closet pole 
so you know which side is whose helps, too. And neatness pays other dividends. 
If you never (well, almost never) leave your sweaters scattered from door to 
window, you have a talking point when you ask your sister please, please not to 
play the records that loud. Which brings you right back to thoughtfulness again 


... and that's where happy home planning—now and later—starts and ends.

She glanced at the swaying mass of brightly colored saris 
worn by the girls. As they moved, the pattern of their colors 
kept changing, like patterns formed by tiny bits of colored 
sand and rice in a kaleidoscope—like a street scene, Padma 
thought. If you looked at the crowds on a festival day, the 
colors kept shifting: people, animals, wagons, flags—a con- 
fusion of life, of I am's, with (and yet without) pattern; 
a chaos:of moods and voices that seemed to swirl around a 
central question... 

“To love," Padma read, her eye passing from the verb: to 


be to the conjugation next to it, I love, you love, he loves... 


to be—to love. Somehow the two were inextricably mixed up. 
I love because I am; I am because I love. One had no meaning 
without the other. 

The second bell rang. There was a concerted movement of 
saris as the girls flowed from the veranda into the hall, the gay 
chatter diminishing into hushed whispers. Padma allowed 
herself to be moved with them down to the Sixth Form. Enter- 
ing the long classroom, she took her place at the far end of one 
of the grass mats that stretched from the teacher’s desk beside 
the single blackboard up front to the row of windows at the 
rear. The sunlight slanting through the lace of tamarind 
leaves outside spanked warmly against the floor beside Padma. 
She crossed her legs and set her books down in front of her. 

On her right, away from the sunlight, sat Shanthi, who 
lived in the house opposite hers on North Mes pet. Shanthi 
was a chubby, complacent girl. But for the roundness of her 
features and the petulant pout of her lower lip, she might have 
been beautiful. She seemed not to have a worry in the world 
aside from mathematics, the very mention of which was 
enough to make her groan.

The snapshot of me in blue jeans was taken fifteen months 
ago. I weighed 170 pounds, wore a size eighteen dress (when 
I could get into one) and was terribly allergic to cameras. In 
the “white dress" picture you see me as I am today—forty 
pounds lighter and wearing a size eleven dress! 

I didn’t “shrink” by magic the way Alice did after she 
swallowed the “Drink Me" potion. The picture of me in Capri 
pants, snapped last August, shows me in the middle of my hard 
campaign. Its results were magic; I changed inside as well as 
on the outside. I like myself now. I used to hate myself. The 
awful thing was, when I hated myself, I hated other people too. 

Pounds have been a problem to me since I was nine years 
old. My family moved around a lot then and I always seemed to 
be trying to make new friends. Maybe that was why I first 
started overeating. In the fifth grade I was plump; in the sixth 
I was chubby; by the time I got to junior high school I was 
just plain fat. The fatter I got, the unhappier I became; the 
unhappier I was, the more I ate. 

I talked about my weight with doctors in every town we 
lived in. I went on diets too. A couple of times I even lost 
weight. Then I gained it right back—with an extra dividend. 

A year ago last winter it happened. The boy I secretly 
admired started being nice to me. Then I had to do something. 

My doctor checked me over and then wrote out a diet for 
me. I took one look at it and groaned. It was so dull! Mother 
was the one who saved everything by suggesting that she and I 
together could work out a special diet that would include low- 
calorie recipes for the “fun” foods I love so much. 

The diet was only one of Mother’s inspirations. Her next 
step was to buy a Stauffer Posture-Rest unit. The unit is 
something like a three-section cot, but the center section is 
operated by a motor and gently moves up and down, forward 
and backward. I “exercised” by stretching out comfortably on 
the unit. The “exercise” helped me to lose inches (in the proper 
places) as well as pounds. Even more important, the unit gently 
nudged me into having better posture. As soon as I began to 
hold myself properly, my figure began to improve. 

There were reasons why my campaign worked this time 
when it never had before. Misery does love company and 
Mother was counting calories and using the Posture-Rest unit 
right along with me. We weighed ourselves the first thing 
every Sunday morning and then recorded our losses on graph 


paper. It kept us honest, as Mother put it, and we could see 


exactly how we were doing in comparison with each other. 

In my first month of serious dieting I lost seven pounds. 
That was my most encouraging loss. The next month it was again 
seven pounds and after that I found that my losses averaged 
between three and five pounds a month. 

Last winter an awful thing happened. I gained weight. 
On the first of November, I was down to 132 pounds. Then 
Mother had to go to the hospital. I began eating everything I 


could get my hands on. By the next week Mother was well 


again and I had gained only three pounds. I should have 
stopped right then. But I didn’t until I tipped the scales at 146. 
On the first of January, I got down to business again. 

You can’t count on everyone’s trying to make losing 
weight easy for you. My father and brother let me know that 
they thought the Posture-Rest unit was a sissy way to exercise. 
(I notice though that they don’t complain about what it has 
done for my figure.) Most of the boys I know were fine about 
helping me stick to my diet but a few of my girl “friends” 
would urge me to have a soda or a candy bar “just this once." 

Cutting down on chocolate and fat in my diet has made my 
complexion stay clearer. And ever since I cut my hair short 
to.go with my new shape, I've had an easier time brushing it 
clear down to the scalp. That has helped me get rid of dandruff. 

When I had lost so much weight that I couldn't take in the 
seams of my old skirts any more, I made myself wrap-around 
skirts that could be tied tighter and tighter and dresses that 
could be belted in as my waist got littler. In a few more months, 
these clothes began to look like sacks (not the fashionable 
kind) and I started borrowing Mother's skirts and sweaters. 
Later, I wanted clothes that fitted very snugly at the waist. 
Now I like best dresses that just hint at my waistline.

WHY DO YOU EAT TOO MUCH? By Dr. Hilde Bruch, 


psychiatrist, Columbia University— Presbyterian Hospital, New York City 


The basic physiological facts of losing weight— reducing 
food intake and increasing exercise—have been known since 
antiquity. Why, then, since everyone knows how to get thin, are 
there overweight girls? Because there are underlying reasons 
for consuming more food than the body needs, and unless those 
reasons are discovered a dieting-and-exercise regime won't 


help much. In fact, it will probably (continued on page 203) 
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Because I love desserts, as soon as I started my diet Mother and I 
decided to invent our own recipes for good things to eat that 
would be sweet, yet low in calories. We studied different cook- 
books and calorie charts and nutrition tables and then Mom talked 
to the doctor about our ideas (she calls it our Let "Em Eat Cake 
plan). He said it sounded fine—if I ate all my essential foods too. 
He made a list of the things I had to have every day. Here are my 
“musts.” Calorie counts differ a little depending on the specific food.

Since we decided on 1500 calories a day for my diet, it doesn't 
take advanced algebra to see that I have only 135 calories a day 
for fun food. So—I team some of these 135 calories with some of 
my “musts”—like fruit, egg, milk—and make desserts! Mom and I 
have experimented with all kinds of recipes and just about every 
diet food on the market. (Of these, the ones I like best are the 
sugarless sweeteners, jams, jellies and pop, plus the low-calorie 
canned fruits and packaged desserts.) We use as many of the non- 
fattening *regular" foods in our recipes as we can—things like 
nonfat dry milk powder, egg whites, unflavored gelatine and cot- 
tage cheese or pot cheese. Sometimes I make the things before Mom 


gets home from work; sometimes we make them together at night. 


For snacks (I get so hungry after school and before bedtime) I 
have special spots in the kitchen cabinet and refrigerator where 
I keep a supply of carrot sticks, low-calorie sodas and diet gum. 
With these (plus my “Juanita Specials"!) I've learned to change 
my eating habits. And that's the most important thing. I'm not 
so tempted to “cheat” on candy bars and cake and things any 
more. And as Mother says: watching weight isn't something you can 
do once and have it over with . . . it’s something you have to go 
right on doing all your life by eating right and exercising right. 
[Remember . . . unless dieting is closely supervised by a doctor it 
can be dangerous. It’s important for Juanita to change to а more 
adequate weight-maintaining diet as soon as possible. By continuing 
to eliminate overly rich snacks and desserts and by planning her 


meals around nutritious essentials, especially foods high in iron 


and thiamine, she can have her smart new figure and good health.]

You have seen Carol Lynley in SEVENTEEN. 
With her glinting golden hair, blue eyes and 
fair skin, with her small head perched on a 
long, graceful neck and her long body, she 
looks as if she might have posed for those 
nineteenth-century Tenniel illustrations for 
Alice in Wonderland instead of modeling cur- 
rent fashions. But unlike Alice, unlike most of 
the girls you know, Carol has spent a third 
of her sixteen years working with harried 
adults in the worlds of advertising, fashion 
and the theater. She was a professional model 
at ten, a SEVENTEEN cover girl four years later; 
she has appeared in three Broadway plays, one 
movie and twenty-odd Tv shows. 

Carol is a professional, disciplined to work 
with adults under professional conditions. But 
the appealing, almost sad look which hovers 
on her small, heart-shaped face inspires un- 
solicited advice from grown-ups. They talk 
to her as if she were a child. Carol doesn’t dis- 
agree unnecessarily with her elders. She sighs 
a bit, allows her eyes to wander, hums an un- 
recognizable tune, falling back on a polite 
teen-ager’s defense-in-depth. Her ideas are 
her own. You have seen Carol Lynley’s face 
in SEVENTEEN; here are her thoughts: 

ON ACTING: “I love to act," Carol informs you. 
“Its а way to release all sorts of things you 
ordinarily bottle up inside yourself. Different 
stories let you share things you've never had. 
When I played in the Broadway production of 
Graham Greene's drama The Potting Shed, I 
had a grandmother and lived in England. 
When I made The Light in the Forest, I lived

If I didn't have my acting, I don't know what 
I'd do. I'd burst with all the things inside me!" 
ON BOYS: “I don't have much interest in boys. 
I prefer young men about twenty-five, anyone 
older seems practically ancient. I have nothing 
to talk about with boys. I earn my own living, 
I have to deal with accountants, business man- 
agers, agents. I’m a professional. The aver- 
age boy my age is going to school and thinks 
about dating and dances." 

ON BLIND DATES: “I had about forty invitations 
to proms this year. They came from boys I 
have never met. They send me letters which 
say they have seen my picture in the maga- 
zines and ask me to come up to school for the 
weekend.

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PROBLEM: I am a girl of fifteen. I had three 
dates with a wonderful boy of sixteen. We 
had a lot of fun—he’s the greatest boy I have 
ever had a date with in my life. All his friends 
said he thought I was one of the nicest girls 
he ever dated too. 

My problem is that after the third date he 
never called me or asked me for another date. I 
am a popular girl and have never had this 
problem before. I would love to date him some 
more. What did I do wrong? 
answer: Nothing, probably. And he may very 
well want to date you again too, but for one 
reason or another can’t at the moment.

SEPARATING egg yolk and white: Crack shell by tapping center 
x sharply against rim of cup or small bowl. Press thumb tips into 
crack and pull shell apart, retaining yolk in one half, letting the white 
drain into cup.

If a speck of yolk has slipped 
into white, remove it—or white will not beat stiff —then turn into 
beating bowl. For best results: always let eggs stand at room tem- 
perature half an hour before use. Or put in warm water a minute. 


STORING: Remove eggs from carton and refrigerate as soon as pos- 
sible after buying to keep fresh. Store, unwashed, with broad ends 
up, in a closed container (since porous shells absorb strong odors like 
onion, cheese, etc.). Leftover whites can be refrigerated up to ten 
days in tightly covered jar. Leftover yolks may be refrigerated for 
several days if you put them in bowl, pour water over them and cover.

BEATING: When recipe calls for a light beating (for scrambling or 
to bind other foods, etc.) use fork or wire whisk and beat until 
yolk and white are just blended. When well-beaten eggs are called 
for (for cakes, cookies, etc.), use rotary beater or electric mixer 
and beat until volume increases and eggs are light and frothy. For 
“lightly beaten whites,” beat till whites are just foamy. For whites 
beaten “stiff but not dry,” beat till peaks form when beater is raised.

a writer and a director, but when 
the curtain goes up, they're off in 
the wings—it's you that the audi- 
ence is watching! The theater's 
creative. I've always wanted to be 
creative. I learn by watching. When 
The Potting Shed opened, I had 
learned a great deal from the direc- 
tor, Carmen Capalbo, but it took 
me three months before I could do 
the part properly. I watched the 
principal actors. In the beginning I 
didn't know why I had a laugh or 
didn't have a laugh. Sometimes I 
would get the reaction I wanted but 
I didn't know why. Then at the 
next performance, I would try 
something else, at the next some- 
thing else again, until finally I 
learned what I was doing to shape 
—or not shape—a particular audi- 
ence reaction. That's why the stage 
is so creative. You can watch and 
learn." 

ABOUT THE movies: “I really didn't 
know what I was doing. You put 
yourself in the hands of technicians. 
You have to answer someone who 
has just told you he loves you and 
asked you to marry him and you're 
alone on the set, just surrounded 
by technicians, staring into a big 
camera. It's the most terrible expe- 
rience, working with the camera so 
close." Carol puts her hands up to 
her face and her eyes open wide in 
mock horror. *On the stage you 
have chalk lines to guide you. On 
TV you aren't conscious of the cam- 
era at all because it can follow you 
wherever you move." 

ABOUT TELEVISION: “I played a

ABOUT BEING A MODEL: “Some days 
I think it is wonderful, some days I 
think it’s terrible. When I was 
twelve I had a terrible time, my 
weight was changing, my face was 
breaking out, I was gaining weight 
and I kept thinking that they were 
all picking on me. They—photog- 
raphers, editors—were only telling 
me what was wrong, but that was 
my adolescence. Sometimes girls 
ask me about modeling.” Carol 
makes a helpless grimace. “I tell 
them to get an agent. I don’t know 
much about it really. I happen to 
have made a lot of money at it be- 
cause I had a certain type of face 
that was wanted but that’s about 
all. I don’t know why any young 
girl would want to do it.

Before moths settle down in hole-hearted 


contentment in your clothes, read this! 


Moths set great store by girls who don't (store, that is— 
properly). And the first rule of proper storage is proper 
cleaning. Before you put your winter woolens away for 
the summer, launder all your washables, like blankets, 
sweaters and knee socks; send skirts, suits and dresses to 
the dry cleaners. Moths feed on soiled spots and once 
they're into your clothes—anything goes! If a dress is 
“almost clean" it isn't clean enough; there may be some 
moth larvae present (which the solvents used in dry clean- 
ing will kill). Ask your cleaner, by the way, if he will clean 
your clothes now arid press them next fall, since summer- 
storage crushes woolens. He'll probably be glad to oblige. 
When all your woolens are clean and ready to be packed 
away, treat them with a special anti-moth preparation. Or 
put mothballs or camphor or napthalene flakes in the box, 
bag or bureau drawer where your clothes are to be stored. 
Moths are particularly fond of dark areas, so give pockets 


and cuffs a little extra moth proofing. If you use a garment 


Е bag (essential for satins and velvets), hang it іп a dry, cool 


place. For storing blankets, sweaters and things, a cedar 
chest like the one below by Lane is ideal. (And it saves 
your precious closet space.) Since cedar wood offers nat- 
ural protection from moths, you don't have to add a moth- 
killer. A word of caution . . . if you wrap clothes to be 
stored in plastic bags, don't seal them: temperature changes 
can cause moisture condensation—which may cause mil- 
dew and rust stains. Final advice . . . for easy identifica- 


tion, label boxes in which you store shoes, hats, handbags.

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Few people in the twenties would have called the girls who danced 
the Charleston “old-fashioned.” Nor, for that matter, the women who 
dared wear the first form-fitting swim suits. They were the models 
of their “modern” age — and now are the mothers and grandmothers 
of girls today.

It would be completely invisible, elimi- 
nating ridges and bulges beneath clothing. What’s more, it would 
be a cleaner and, above all, far more comfortable method of protec- 
tion.

But this, as Dr. Donovan knew, was 
not as simple as it sounded. 


In the years of research and experiment that followed, Dr. Dono- 
van, a stern perfectionist, resolved not to “give up” or consider his 
work completed until he had answered every objection there had 
been to other types of internal sanitary protection. 


One of the biggest problems was that of insertion. Other tampons, 
the doctor knew, were encased in those bulky cardboard applicators 
in an attempt to solve this particular problem. But this, according 
to reports from women, made the tampons awkward and uncomfort- 
able to use.

the problem of disposing of the applicator—especially difficult when 
away from home. Dr. Donovan rejected this entire approach. He 
was determined to find a better solution.

fail because the dieter will uncon- 
sciously set up all sorts of barriers 
to dieting and make up reasons for 
gorging. Therefore, before you be- 
gin dieting, before you begin exer- 
cising, it is important to think 
things through carefully, to decide 
first if you are too fat, and then to 
discover why you may be eating 
more than your body needs. You are 
too fat if you can no longer be called 
pleasingly plump; if you have com- 
pleted your upward growth and still 
gain weight; if you and everyone 
else (your doctor included) feel you 
are too fat. 

How did you get that way? 

To understand why you can be- 
come overweight, you must first 
understand the role that food plays 
in your life. It is a biological ne- 
cessity. But since birth, food has 
meant much more than this to you. 
When you were a baby, it was a 
source of well-being in the form of 
your bottle. It was a form of com- 
fort—when you fell down you re- 
ceived a lollipop. Offering food to 
friends and guests is the most an- 
cient form of hospitality and good 
will. Parties are built around food. 
In some cultures, food is sent to be- 
reaved families. So you see, it is 
quite natural that food is a source 
of pleasure and happiness to you, as 
well as a source of solace in times 
of discontent, insecurity, grief, or 
strain. Food is always very closely 
linked to your emotions—both the 
heights and the depths. 

Perhaps, like Juanita, who began 
to eat too much because she moved 
from town to town so often, you too 
have been depending on food as a 
source of solace. However, this gets 
out of hand only if you (1) continue 
to depend on food after the crisis 
has passed (2) substitute food for 
everything else in your life. Do 
you feel that your entire life will 
be different if you lose weight? 
Overweight in itself is rarely the 
reason for shyness, bad marks, lack 
of popularity—nor is it an excuse 
for self-neglect. If you think that 
your happiness depends on loss of 
weight, this is an indication that 
something has gone wrong. A new 
shape is not the key to another 
world. The solution to your trou- 
bles will appear with a new atti- 
tude, and not with a new waistline. 
Before you diet you should do a 
little soul-searching with your doc- 
tor. To want to lose a lot of weight 
quickly, and to think that every 
door will be magically unlocked 
with a slim figure is unrealistic, and 
such a diet attempt is bound to fail. 

You are ready to go on a diet 
only when you have faced the rea- 
sons why you eat too much. And if 
you have a happy, outgoing motive 
for losing weight (in Juanita's case, 
it was wanting to look prettier for 
a boy), then you have an additional 
chance for succeeding. You will 
succeed in dieting if you find a rea- 
son for weight loss that is truly 
meaningful to you, and if the pro- 
gram outlined for you (both exer- 
cise and diet) can be done in realis- 
tic, slow, easy stages.
